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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a data processing method for cost/price 
determination, classified in class 705, subclass 26, 400 and 418, 

II. Clainns 10-13, drawn to a method of Demultiplexing single input channel to 
plural output channels with order of selection, classified in class 370, 
subclass 542. 

III. Claims 14-17, drawn to an electrical Audio signal processing system and 
devices/broadcast or multiplex stereo, classified in class 381, subclass 2. 

IV. Claims 18-25, drawn to a process for changing system settings or 
operational modes (i.e., preview mode to purchasing mode) in a digital 
data processing system after the system has been set, classified in class 
713, subclass 168, 193 and 200. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I, II, III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because 
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Group I has separate utility such as a business method of determining 
price/cost limit of an item such as purchasing an item over the internet through E- 
commerce. 

Group II has separate utility such as a method of extracting received 
multiplex stream according to a predetermined scheme such as priority of 
receiving of a media stream based on bandwidth availability. 

Group III has separate utility such as encoding/decoding audio signal 
based on a predetermined encoding/decoding scheme, i.e., ATRAC such as 
audio streaming over the Internet. 

Group IV has separate utility such as protecting media content for illegal 
use while offering user an opportunity to preview music/songs, i.e., pay-per- 
play/on-demand. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
